That Article ITV, Section 11, Page 16, of Sac and Fox Laws, 
be amended so as to read as follows: Any person dying in this 
nation, possessed of property of any kind, and leaving the estate 
to his feo ed visera and other rightful heirs, said prop- 
ert stal be nerd m tae following manner: To husband 
or sete and ctu’ Lor hitdre> therein named and no other; or, 
in case sued persou dies leeving no husband, wife or children, 
said property shall be inherited by the next heir living 

Read first, seeond and third time, and passed.

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AN Act IN RELATION TO DESTROYING TREES. 


Be it Enacted by the National Council: i 


That Article VITI, Section 25, Page 17, be amended to read 
as follows: Hereafter any person or persons who shall cot 
down or destroy any green walnut trees outside of his or her 
-enclosure for the purpose : f obtaining raccoons, squirrels, mak- 
ing rails or for other similar purposes, or shall peel off the bark 
from said trees, shall be fined as follows; Por the first offense, 
five dollars; and upon conviction, said person or persons «hall 
be fined for the second offense not less than ten dollars nor more 
than twenty-five dollars, at the diseretion of the court. Pro- 
vided, That this Act shall not be construed so as to conflict 
with Section 25, Article VIII, 
MAH-KO-SAH-TOE, his X mark. :

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AN Act FOR THE PUNISHMENT OF THEFT, 


Be it Enacted by the National Council; 


That Article IL, Section 7, Page 12. of the Sac and Fox 
Laws, be amended to read as follows: That hereafter an y per- 
son eonvicted of stealing garden produce shall be tined five dol- 
lars’ ($5.00), or more, and also pay to the injured party-the fall 
value of the produce stolen, the value thereof to be ascertained 
by the sheriff who reports the same to the court, before which 
the aceused is tried.

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AN Act RELATING To MARRIAGE. 
Be it Enacted by the National Council: 


That hereafter it shall be unlawful for any of the citizens of 
the Sac and Fox Nation to marry any other way than as pro- 
vided by the laws of said nation. They shall be required, by 
law to purchase ‘’license’’ from the national clerk of said na- 
tion, the price being one dollar ($1.00), and shall be united in. 
marriage by the judge of the. said Sac and Fox Nation, or by 
some minister of the gospel. Any person found guilty of vio- 
lating the above Act shall be imprisoned in the national jail for 
a term of not Jess than thirty days, and. pay a fine of thirty ¢ dol- 
lars ($80.00).

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ÅN ÅCT FOR THE PUNISHMENT OF CRIMINAL OFFENSES. 
[Chaper 2, Article I, Section 1.] . 
Be it Enacted by the National Council : 


That in all cases of willful murder, the offender, upon trial 
and conviction by the authorized court of this nation, shall suf- 
fer death by hanging or shooting, and when the sentence of 
death shall have been passed, the court shall grant a respite of 
five days before such eriminal.shall be executed. Provided, 
That if any such offender plead guilty before the court trying 
the same, said offender shall be sentenced to solitary confine- 
ment, and hard labor in the prison that may at times be pro- 
vided by this nation, for a term of not less than fifty years. Be 
it further enacted, Thatin ail cases of manslaughter, the of- 
fender, upon trial and conviction by the authorized court of this 
nation, shall be imprisoned in the Sac and Fox national jail for 
a term of not less than five years, nor more than ten years, at, 
the discretion of the court.,

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AN Act RELATING TO THE COLLECTION oF DEBTS. 


Be it Enacted by the National Council: 

That Article IV, Section 5, be amended to read as follows: 
The debtor shall be allowed, if of Sac and Fox blood. a team 
and wagon, all the farming implements, four cows, four hogs 
and one hundred bushels of corn. If the said debtor has or 
owns beyond the said number of stock or amount of property, 
the court of the Sac and Fox Nation shall issue an order to the 
sheriff ot said nation to levy upon the stock and property of 
said debtor to the amount of what the sheriff thinks sufficient. 
and sell at public auction according. to the laws of the above 
said nation, to the highest bidder for cash and pay the same to 
the clerk of said nation, who shall pay it over to the party en- 
titled to it. MAH-KO-SAH-TOE, his X mark,

Aw Act IN RELATION To SALARIES oF OFFICERS. 


Be it Enacted by the National Council : 


That (Article IV, Section 8), hereafter the salariès “of the 
officers of the Sac and Fox Nation shall, untit otherwise provid- 
ed, be as stated in this act. The salary of the chief justice 
shall be four hundred dollars ($400.00) per year, and no more; 
‘and that of the associate judges shall be four 
dollars ($4:00)- per day for each day actually em- 
ployet in attending upon the duties of said office, 
and no more. The salary of the treasurer shall be four hun: 
dred dollars ($400.00) per year, and no-more. The salary of 
the secretary shall be four hundred dollars ($400.00) per 
year, and no more. The prosecuting attorney’s salary shall be 
three hundred. dollars ($800.00) per year, and no more. 
The salary of the sheriff shall be three hundred dollars ($300.+ 
00) per year and no more. Provided, that the sums of eighty 
dollars ($80.00) for deputy sheriffs; one hundred and fifty 
dollars ($150.00) for lawful witnesses; one hundred dollars 
(106.00) for boarding prisoners; twenty-five dollars ($25.00) 
for fuel and forty dollars ($40.00) for other purposes be annual- 


ly provided. MAH-KO.SAH-TOE, his K mark.

AN ACT FOR TRYING Divorce CASES. 


Be it Enacted by the National Council: 


That divorce cases shall hereafter be tried before the su- 
preme court of the Sac and Fox Nation. The plaintiff shall 
upon oath, file his or her complaint before the secretary of said 
nation, makina a written statement of the cause of such action. 
The clerk thereof shall notify the defendant at least twenty 
days before the day appointed for the trial by said court. If 
the defendant does nut appear before said court the plaintiff 
shall be granted his or her divorce,

Ax Act RELATING To SEPARATION WITHOUT CAUSE. 


Beit Enacted by the National Council: 


That if a husband leave his wife or a wife her husband, 
neither he or she, as the case may be, shall take any property 
away with him or her that belongs to the family. All the prop- 
ty shall fall to the family. If the man leaves his wife without 
any causé or if the woman leaves her husband without any 
cause and if they have a separation on account of some trouble 
they shall be tried before the judge of the Sac and Fox nation 
and dealt with at the diseretion of the court.

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An Act RELATING To THE PAYMENT OF Dept IN CASE OF 
SEPARATION. 


Be it Enacted by the National Council : 


That hereafter should any citizen cf the Sacand Fox Nation 
separate from his wife, or the woman from her husband, he or 
she shall do so according to laws of the said Sac and Fox 
Nation, and should do the same before any annuity payment. 
Furthermore, If there should be any accounts arising from any 
contract or debt, it shall be settled in proportion, by both parties 
who have separated. Provided, That the said account or debt 
was made by said parties before separation.
